Although the efforts. of the 
League’ for the past twelve 
months have mainly been devoted 
to the perfecting of. its organiza- 
tion and strengthening of its founda- 
tion, it has also exerted itself for the 
enforcement of the Peace Treaty and 
for'international Enance, economics, 
labour, communications, sanitation, 
statistics, and like cultural . works. 
The League is as yet at an initial 
stage in development, and, moreover, 
the international ‘political situation 
has not quite regained permanent 
equilibrium since the war. It is to be 
expected, therefore, that the League 
should still leave something to be des- 
ired, both in organization and work- 
ing, and that each one of the members 
States may be dissatisfied in one 
respect or another: It is indeed 
inevitable that an international under- 
taking of the magnitude of ’ the 
League of Nations should fail to 
attain perfection in a single day, but 
all nations of the worid should feel 
it jointly incumbent upon them to 
see to the future development and 
eventual perfecting of the League. 
The functions of the League are per- 
formed by a Council, Assembly, 
Secretariat dnd various expert com- 
missions. The Council met eleven 
times in the course of last year at
